LONDON LETTER 


Lonpon, JULY 25, 1899 
N THE APATHETIC state of Parliament and the 
pacific outlook of matters Transvaalian, little else 
is talked about but the heat. London thermome- 
ters record eighty-nine degrees, but last Wednesday 
and Friday it felt very much like New York in her 
upper ‘nineties. ”’ If a long term of tropie weather 
should once fasten itself on this mighty town, there 
is no telling what horrors might ensue. Londoners 
may well say that the poor are always with them, for 
the metropolis, from Whitechapel to Kensington, is 
streaked and dotted with slums. Disease, if it really 
broke headway, would spread like the flame of powder 
sifted along labyrinthine lines, As it is, you see every- 
where how ill prepared is this hugest capital on earth 
for a week of what some of our smaller American cities 
endure a month at a stretch. Heat is so rare here that 
it always takes folk by surprise.
